CCC  DIRECTOR 
INSPECTS  WORK 
AND  COMPANY 


Greatly  Concerned  Over  The 
Boys  Welfare 


An  honor  which  is  seldom  real- 
ized by  many  companies,  was  bes- 
towed on  the  members  of  Com- 
pany 453,  Sunday  noon,  when 
the  Honorable  Robert  Fechner, 
director  of  the  Corps,  had  dinner 
with  the  boys. 

After  conducting  a thorugh 
inspection  of  the  work  program 
of  Highlands  Camp,  Fla.  SP-10 
and  Highlands  Hammock,  in 
which  the  director  showed  keen 
interest  in  the  work  that  was 
being  carried  on  by  the  boys,  he 
and  his  party  arrived  at  camp 
for  the  noon  day  meal. 

Director  ‘ Fechner  was  greeted 
at  the  camp  by  Commanding  Of- 
ficer Crocker  and  his  staff. 

In  order  that  Mr.  Fechner  and 
,hjs  party  would  not  be  needlessly, 
delayed,  dinner  was  seiveu 
promtly  upon,  their  arrival.  Tak- 
ing the  opportunity  of  ' having 
the  entire  Company  assembled 
and  responding  to  an  invitation 
by  the  Commanding  Officer,  to 
speak  a word  to  the  enrollees,  the 
director  gave  inspiring  talk  to 
the  members.  After  assuring  the 
company  that  it  was  a profound 
pleasure  for  one  to  meet  those 
engaged  in  working  with  him,  he 
gave  to  the  boys  a short  talk, 
which  he  termed  “A  message 
from  the  President”. 

He  told  his  listeners  that  there 
was  not  another  governmental 
agency  that  the  President  was 
more  personally  interested  in, 
than  he  was  in  the  civilian  con- 
servation corps,  and  that  he  has 
never  failed  to  keep  well  inform- 
ed with  activities  of  the  Corps. 

Mr.  Fechner  stated  that,  “the 
first  measure  in  the  President’s 
program  was  to  provide  health- 
ful employment  for  the  largest 
possible  number  of  idle  young 
men  and  at  the  same  time  to 
make  it  useful  employment.  In 
establishing  this  policy  it  was 
possible  to  undertake  a conserva- 
tion program  that  had  been  un- 
derstood for  many  years  past,  but 
for  various  reasons  had  not  been 
undertaken. 

It  has  also  been  the  policy  of 
the  CCC  to  train  and  equip  this 
body  of  workers,  so  upon  leaving 
the  service  they  can  take  their 
place  in  the  various  industrial 
fields”. 

Prior  to  his  trip  to  Sebring,  the 
Director  and  his  party,  were 
guests  of  Colonel  Raymond  Rob- 
bins, of  Brooksville,  Florida.  Mr. 
Fechner  was  scheduled  to  inspect 
the  Miami  camp  late  Sunday  aft- 
ernoon or  early  Monday  morn- 
ing.
